certain lands conveyed to the United States by the city of Muskogee
by warranty deed dated March 17, 1945, recorded in the office of the
cﬁerk of Muskogee County on June 23, 1945, in book 839, pages 432 to
434, the exact courses and distances of the perimeter of which shall
be determined and approved by the Administrator of Veterans’
Affairs. The city of Muskogee s{mll ay the cost of surveys as may
be required by the Administrator of Veterans’ Affairs in determining
the required legal description.

Sec. 2. There shall be reserved to the United States all minerals,  Reservation
including oil angeﬁas, in the lands authorized for conveyance by sec-
